tal’al Reported on 5 June 1951 that prince tal’al had been outspoken 

IN PRAISINC THE FORMER GRAND MUFTI FOR HIS STRONG STAND AGAINST 
THE BRITISH. ACCORDING TO THE INFORMANT, PRINCE TAL’AL HAD BEEN 
FORCED TO PROMISE HIS FATHER NOT TO CONTACT THE FORMER MUFTI WHILE 
IN BEIRUT IN LATE MAY AND EARLY JUNE.
